
THE EASTERN CANDIDATES. 



New York, June 9.— American Derby de- 
velopments here today were that E. R. 
Thomas will not send either Yardarm or 
Onatas to Chicago, that M. F. Dwyer will 
start Merry Acrobat in the Tidal Stakes at 
Sheepshead Bay, June 20, and that Irish Lad 
may be classed as a probable starter. 

A gentleman who is close to both W. C. 
Whitney and his son, Harry Payne Whitney, 
said tonight; ‘T believe Irish Lad will go to 
Chicago unless something goes wrong with 
him before the middle of next week, but you 
can put it down as a certainty that he will 
not go without the consent of Herman B. 
Duryea, who is Harry Payne Whitney’s 
partner in the ownership of the colt. When 
Duryea has been consulted and convinced 
that the shipment of Irish Lad to Chicago 
will be judicious and not hazardous, it will 
be safe to back the Brooklyn Handicap win- 
ner and not earlier. And let me tell you that 
if Irish Lad starts in the Amencan Derby 
and has a good track to run over, a lot of 
eastern money will be invested at post odds. 
Dur> • i, who is the sole owner of Acefull, 
stooii to win $2(H).oy3 on that colt in the Eng- 
lish Derby and he thinks pretty well of Irish 
Lad.” 

Johnny McCafferty predicts that Irish Lad 
will be seen at Washington Park. “He will,” 
said he, “get all his work here excepting a 
gallop the day before the race, probably a 
mile in about fifty, and will be a hard horse 
to beat.” 

Johnny was one of the few who picked 
and backed Irish Lad to win the Brooklyn 
Handicap. 

Major Dai nger field, with 118 up, won the 
Parkway Handicap, a mile and a sixteenth, 
today, but at the end of a mile Merry 
Acrobat, carrying 97, had him strung out 
and under the whip. He has worked well, 
but his supporters say he needs racing. 

Hermis is reported to have worked a mile 
and a quarter at Sheepshead Bay Saturday 
afternoon in 2:041. His former owner, H. M. 
Ziegler, insists that the horse should be 
raced, that his record last year established 
that fact and that he only needs a few con- 
tests to demonstrate his superiority over 
• every other thoroughbred in training in the 
United States.

TALPA DEFEATS JACK RATTLIN. 



Secretary Nathanson ofiered patrons of 
Harlem an off-day card yesterday, but the 
crowd was as large as on the preceding day 
and witnessed a good afternoon’s sport. The 
track was in fine shape and fairly good time 
was made in the various races. 

The most important race of the day w'as 
the fourth, a $700 purse for three-year-olds 
and upward at seven furlongs. Talpa, on 
her recent good showing at Hawthorne, was 
made the favorite, rewarding the confidence 
placed in her by her many backers by win- 
ning in impressive fashion. Off last, she 
gradually worked her way to the front lead- 
ing by two lengths after the first half mile 
had been run, with Headwater second and 
Peter J. third. She maintained her advant- 
age thereafter to the end winning under a 
mild drive by three-quarters of a length 
from Jack Rattlin, which finished a half be- 
fore Warte Nicht for second place. Jack Ratt 
lin made up ground fast in the last quarter 
and finished resolutely. Warte Nicht stood 
a long stretch drive and responded gamely 
to punishment. Headwater fell away beaten 
in the final sixteenth. Peter J. showed some 



early speed. The race should improve him. 

The first race of the day, a five furlongs 
dash for two-year-olds, brought a field of 
thirteen to the post. Lady Free Knight was 
made the favorite, but had to succumb to 
Ralph Young. The latter, off well in his 
stride, dashed at once to the front and show- 
ing much speed throughout won easily by 
one and a half lengths from Lady Free 
Knight, which finished one before Banwell 
for second place. The last named ran an 
impressive race. He began slowly, but moved 
up rapidly when turning for home and was 
passing horses fast at the end. George R. 
Harrison ran in improved forni and bears 
watching from now on. 

The finish in the second race, a dash of 
seven furlongs for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, was so close that none but the judges 
were able to separate the horses at the fin- 
ish. Egg Nogg led to the final quarter where 
Enue assumed what appeared to be a win- 
ning lead, but tired when a sixteenth out, 
giving way to High Carnival, which was 
running along c!o«a to the inside ra’l. Here 
Prodigal Son came with a rush and chal- 
lenged High Carnival, but. the latter stuck 
gamely to her work and in a spirited finish 
reached the wire first by a nose. Prodigal 
Son beating Enue a half length for second 
place. Prodigal Son was probably the best, 
but Knapp seemingly made his run just a 
shade too late. Egg Nogg had enough after 
entering the last quarter 

.After a delay of twenty-one minutes 
in the third race, a dash of one mile and a 
hundred yards. Starter Dwyer finally got the 
field of eleven away to a good start for all 
but Prince Webb, which acted fractiously 
while at the post and was left. Montana 
Peeress led by a fair margin to the stretch, 
where she was joined by Loone and Havl- 
land. In the last sixteenth Montana Peeress 
tired fast leaving Loone and Haviland to 
fight it out, the latter winning on the post 
by a nose, with Montana Peeress third, four 
lengths back. 

Handsome Florry sprung a surprise by 
winning the fifth race, a four furlongs spin 
for two-year-old fillies. She assumed an 
early lead when the barrier went up and dis- 
playing much speed throughout was never 
headed winning handily by one length from 
Determination, which beat Ida Davis a head 
for second place. Determination ran a good 
race, finishing resolutely. Ida Davis faltered 
in the closing strides. Do rice showed im- 
provement and is worthy of notice from now 
on. St. Paula ran an unaccountably dull 
race and can do much better. 

The concluding race, a dash of one mile 
and a hundred yards for four-year-olds and 
upward, went to Bluemlnt, well backed at 
4 to 1, with Goldaga second and Myth third. 
Leo Newell was probably best, but was 
knocked out of his stride at the start, losing 
ground. He made up much space thereafter, 
but had nothing left to finish with.

father. The horse was awarded to J. F. 
Hacker who later sold him back to his 
former owner S. C. Hildreth. 

S. C. Hildreth protested to the Western 
Jockey Club yesterday against the contract 
signed by jockey Gray to ride for John A. 
Drake. Hildreth claims to have made a 
verbal contract with the rider during the 
Hawthorne meeting, and says he had no 
right to sign with the Drake stable. It is 
reported that Gray will get $1,000 a month 
from his new employer. 

Ex-jockey Gardner, who was the owner of 
Doc Riddle, w’hich fell dead in a race re- 
cently on account of excessive use of drugs, 
arrived yesterday from New’ York and stated 
that the prevailing opinion in the east, is 
that Irish Lad will be a certain starter in 
the American Derby, but it is extremely 
doubtful if any of the other eastern candi- 
dates will be shipped here to start in the 
race. 

Dick Welles was yesterday given a work- 
out at Harlem. The Respess crack was only 
asked to go six furlongs at a moderate pace, 
but the horse appeared anxious to run, and 
the slowest he could be made to work the 
distance in was 1:18, hard held. 

Two of Corrigan’s American Derby candi- 
dates, Maxey Blumenthal and another one, 
were given a mile and one-quarter work-out 
at Hawthorne yesterday. The horses tra- 
versed the route closely together and nego- 
tiated the distance in 2:18. Another Ameri- 
can Derby candidate to be worked over the 
Hawthorne track yesterday was C. R. Elli- 
son’s Skilful, which did the best work of the 
morning, covering six furlongs over the slow 
track in 1:16. 

Talpa, which won the fourth race, bolted 
when Starter Dwyer released the barrier 
and was practically left. Jockey H. Booker 
finally got her straightened out and rtmning 
on the extreme outside she overhauled the 
field and assumed the lead shortly after pas- 
sing the half mile post. Her early effort 
caused her to tire badly in the stretch run 
and bhe barely lasted long enough to cross 
the finish in the van. She was timed sep- 
arately the distance in l:26g, or two seconds 
faster than the official time. 

It was reported late last night that S. C. 
Hildreth had withdrawn his protest against 
the contract signed by Gray to ride for Drake 
and engaged the jockey to ride Dick Bernard

Dick Dwyer 
said after the trial: “The machine is a 

very good one and acts quickly and smooth- 
ly. It has no bad features and goes up with- 
out any noise, which I think is a very e^ 
sentlal point in starting machines.” 

.In answer as to whether he had seen the 
Carr machine in operation at St. Louis, Mr. 
Dwyer said: “No, I have not, but have 

heard that it is too cumbersome and It 
would be almost impossible to move it 
about, especially when the track is muddy. 
I saw a stall machine at Nashville In 1896. 
It was given a trial one morning. The in- 
ventor had six stalls provided, and it had 
cost him $1,000. The first six that were put 
in came out pretty nicely, but the next six 
one at a time. This so disgusted the in- 
ventor that he left his apparatus lying on 
the track. 

“There is a new machine at Chicago that 
will get a trial at the Harlem meeting, and 
it’s the walking start machine. It is so ar- 
ranged that it gives the horses a twenty- 
foot walk before the starter springs the bar- 
rier If he sees fit. The horses line up to it 
and the starter presses a lever and the mar- 
chine moves in front of the horses for 
twenty feet and then can be made to rise 
clear of the horses. The idea of this ma- 
chine is a good one, and I am much inter- 
ested to see how it works.”— Cincinnati
